responsibilities of motherhood. She 
runs hither and thither irantically 
searching for a place where her 
offspring will be safe. She delivers 
the kitten and forgets everything as 
she licks them in her joy of 
fulfilment. They, on theirpart, have 
already begun to seek the means of 
sustenance and blindly grope for 
their mother's teats. They cannot 
see and they connot be helped in 
their quest by their mother, who 

cannot, like a human mother, place 
her nipple herself in the child's 
mouth. As soon as they find a teat, 
they suck it with all their strength, 
as if they knew that their very life 
depended upon it. Certainly no 
human or other being on earth 
taught the cat and the kitten all the 
varied and extremely complicated 
vital processes, on which the conti- 
nuance of life depends.(l)

back to the cradle of his faith, the 
childhood of his Prophet ; it reminds 
him of the struggle between the old 
faith of idolatry and the new one 
(Islam), of the overthrow of the 
idols, and the establishment of the 
worship of the one true God. And, 
most of all, it bids the Muslim to 
remember that all his brother- Mus 
Urns are worshipping twards the 
same sacred spot, that he is one of 
a great company of believers, united 
by one faith, filed with the same 
hopes, reverencing the same thing 
and worshipping the same God»(l).

for it is in its own environment 
that it must seek its fulfilment. 
This adjustment is brought about in 
two ways, which the Qur'an refers to 
repeatedly and describes as "taqdir' 1 
(destiny), and "hidayat* (guidance). 

Taqdir means the proper assess- 
ment of something and prescribing 
a certain state or condition of exis- 
tence for it. Nothing can move out- 
side the limits of thai fixed state. 
The planets cannot leavet heir orbit; 
the oceans cannot leave their bed ; 
the birds cannot live in water and the 
fish cannot exist on land: the tropical 
plants cannot be transplanted in the 
polar regions and polar bear cannot 
survive near the Equator. That is 
the Destiny ordered by a wise and 
beneficent Maker. Every being is 
equipped for life within its environ- 
ment, and similarly every environ- 
ment is so ordered that its prducts 
and effects are according to fixed 
laws, so that there is stable adjust- 
ment between the environment and 
the beings which exist in it and life 
is not endangered. 

Every step in life is subject to 
guidance, wether external or internal, 
of some kind and some degree. 
In the present context it is necessary 
to refer to only that aspect of 
guidance from the Rabbil-Alameen 
(Cherisher and Sustainer of the 



Universe) which enables all being* 
to seek and obtain the means of 
their sustenance without which all 
life would cease. This guidance 
first comes to every being in the 
form of instinctive revelation and 
then it lights the lamps of senses 
and understanding which give man 
the illusion of power and indepen- 
dence and lead him to imagine that 
he guides himself. Man has a very 
short memory ; he forgets that when 
he came into the world it was no 
human guidance which taught him 
to cry and make his lungs function 
or to seek his means of sustenance 
from his mother's breast. No man 
told him that his mother's nipple 
was his fountain of life and no man 
taught him to use his jaws so as to 
suck that nipple hard and thus to 
drink from that fountain. 

This divine guidance, in the form 
of ins tinct, is given to every being 
so that life may go on. Take, for 
instance, a cat. It is her first 
experience of pregnancy and yet, 
without any external guidance, She 
knows that she is going to give birth 
to beings like herself and that she 
must not only suckle them, so that 
they may live, but also protect 
them till they are strong enough to 
look after themselves. As the mom- 
ent of arrival of these new beings 
opproaches, she knows that the time 
has come for her to assume the

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entire existence turns to their aid ; 
the Sun and the moon, the heavens 
and the earth, the atmosphere and the 1 
elements, it would appear, are all in 
attendance to help the birth of an 
ant or the planting of a seed that 
drops from a farmer's hand. 

As Soon as a being comes into 
existence it finds that nature has 
already prepared the means of nouri- 
shment and sustenance for it in the 
quantity, form and place best suited 
for that being. Notwithstanding the 
unparalleled pain of childbearing, 
the mother is filled with love for 
the offspring which no devotion 
can equal ; nature has thus ensured 
continued existence and flowering. 
With an irresistible passion, the 
mother clasps the child to her bosom, 
and there the child finds its nourish- 
ment in sufficient quantity and of 
the right quality. The milk is at 
first thin because the child's sto- 
mach is weak ; but as its digestion 
grows stronger, the milk thickens 
till nature dries it up altogether and 
thus announces that the child is 
ready for other less scarce and more 
suitable nourishment. So it is with 
mother's love, which is essential for 
the continuance of existence. Insti- 
nctively, it is at its intensest when 
the new born is but a helpless lump ; 
it diminishes as the child grows 
stronger till it dies out altogether 
among the animals and is reduced 



almost to a memory even among 
human beings, with their family 
System; 

Another striking aspect of this 
organisation for the continuance and 
fulfilment of life is its universality. 
The same laws apply equally to all 
beings, whether they are human, 
animal, vegetable or mineral. A 
piece of dry stone or a fresh fragrant 
rose, a tender plant or a lusty child, 
a humble ant or a proud elephant, 
an insignificant insect or a mighty 
man, they are all subject Jto the 
same universal cycle of helpless 
birth, tender infancy, strong maturity, 
inexorable decay and again helpless 
death, they disintegrate or wither or 
die. Different words are used but 
they imply the same meaning; they 
are different garbs to clothe the 
same reality ; the same universal 
process of creation, sustenance, ful- 
filment and continued existence. 

Even more marvellous than the 
ordered, provision of means of sus- 
tenance is nature's organisation of 
the inner capacity of biengs to uti- 
lise those means of sustenance. But 
for such inherent and trained capa- 
city, all the means of sustenance 
would be useless and life would 
come to an end. Nature has, there- 
fore, so fashioned every being and 
endowed it with such capacities that 
it is fully equipped for the conditions 
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L SiL 



Apart irom the means of exis- j 
tence and the quantity and propor- 
tion injwhichjthey are available, one 
cannot but wonder at the evident 
order with which the entire universe 
is organised. Everything appears to 
have been created and ordered as if 
with one Single object, to cre*t life 
and to enable it to attain its fulfil- 
ment to its utmost capacity. The Sun 
is there to serve as a lamp and oven 
and also to lift water and store it 
in the heavens to be distributed when 
the need arises* The Sun could not, 
however, perform this last function 
with out the help of the wind, which, 
with its cool breath, congeals that 
water into rolls of cloud, The Sun 



then transmits heat to those clouds 
and makes them melt and yield water 
to a neady earth. The earth is there 
to catch that water and, with its 
help, to bring forth in the right form 
and at the right time the treasures 
which it ever stores in its bosom, 
like a woman's milk, for the furthe- 
rance of life; to every seed it offers 
life and to every plant nourishment, 
so that they, in their turn, may be 

the means for continuing and sus- 
taining life so it is with every par- 
ticle of existence and in every nook 
and corner of the Univers. Every 
force Seeks strength and every 
Cause effect, and no sooner do they 
begin to strive for fulfilment than 
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TRUE RBL18I0N 



The Holy Quran says :—

orphans anrl the needy and the way- 
farer and to those who ask, and to 
set slavesfree; and observeth proper 
worship and payeth the poor due., 
And those who keep their treaty 
when they make one, and the patients 
in tribulation and adversity and time 
of stress. Such are they woh are 
sincere. Such are the God-fearing." 

The above Quranic verse has 
dealt fully with the essence of Reli- 
gious principles. It mentions the 
principles of Islamic faith, Practical 



Devotions, the basis of social and 
national life and Moralities. Islam 
calls man to follow his original 
Nature as designed by God. As the 
Quran says. 

"So set thy purpose for religion 
as a man by nature upright; the nature 
(framed) of Allah, in which He has 
created man. There is no altering 
( the law of ) Allah's creation. That 
is the right religion, but most men 
know not." 

We have seen in this verse that 
the true religion is to follow man's 
original nature. The Holy Quran 
gives a perfect constitution and an 
excellent guidance to mankind in all 
walks of life; as the Quran says: — 

".This is my way, leading 
straight; follow -it; and follow not 
other ways, they should scatter you 
from His ( straight ) Path." 

MOHIADDIN ALWAYS 
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" There is no god but Allah, 
and Muhammad is the Messenger of 
God ". If one declares his servitude 

to the One God to the exclusion 
of any other thing, and if he 
declares that Muhammad is the 
Messenger of God, he will necessa- 
rily believe in the message of 
Muhammad. The belief in this 
message will, in turn, lead to the 
belief in what is contained therein 
such as the belief in the existence 
of God, His Attributes, His Angels, 
His Books, His Messengers, and the 
Last Day. 

QUESTION : f 



What is the difference in Islam 
between faith and law ? 






ANSWER : 

Faith is the theoretical side of 
the religion and it is its aspect 
which is required in belief before 
any other thing. Faith is based 
upon clear and unquestionable texts 
from the religious recourses. The 
meanings of ttese texts are agreed 
upon by the believers unanimously 
since the beginning of the religious 
call. The faith was the first thins 
the Prophet called for, and also all 
other Prophets of God, as the holy 
Qur'an clearly indicated. 

We mentioned before that the 
basic principles of faith are the 



belief in God, His Angles, His 
Books, His Messengers, and the last 
Day. 

As to the law, it is the system 
of rules which God, the Almighty, 
legislated to organize the relationship 
between man and his Lord, and 
among people themselves. 

The divine legislation has tow 
aspects : The first is the aspect of 
worship which is a manifestation 
of the sincerity of the believers in 
their approach to God. This aspect 
includes « iaL-c . ( Ibadat ) or all 
kinds of worship. The other aspect 
is « »^i-L« » ( Muamalat ) which 
deals with all worldly transations 
of people in their daily life. 

The aspect of worship includes 
Prayer, Almsgiving, Fasting, and 
Pilgrimage. Since these four kinds 
of worship show the sincerity of 
the believer, his obedience to God, 
and his preservation to the religion 
they were considered as the pillars 
of the Religion, as the Prophet said: 

" Islam was built on five pillars; 
to believe that there is no god but 
Allah and that Muhammad is the 
Messenger of Allah, the Prayers, 
the Almsgiving, the Fasting, and 
the Pilgrimage for whom who can 
afford it ".

If the good actions over- 
weigh the evil ones, forgivness will 
follow, and vice versa. 

e) The forgiven people will have 
the reward of abiding in Paradise, 
and the evil ones will be punished 
in Hell. 

QUESTION : 

What is the effect of the belief 
in the Day of Judgment in the 
behaviour and actions of people ? 

ANSWER : 

This belief has vital effect in 
our behaviour in this life. It is a 
fact that man is incited to act or 
not to act according 1o whether his 
action brings about benefit or harm 
to him in his life in this world. 
Those who be live in the reward 
and punishment in the life hereafter 
are not content with the actions that 
bring about quick results. They 
rather try to do good, and avoid 
evil, even if their action will not 
cause quick results. They will 
defend truth and do goodness for 
its own rake. 

Those who do not believe in 
the Day of Judgment cannot choose 
the way of goodness, for they do 
not believe in either reward or 
punishment on that Day. If they 
are asked to give charity to the 
needy, they refuse, thinking that 
charity decreases their wealth with 
no apparent benfit. In this way, 



they commit every sin if ft brings 
to them a cheap benefit in this 
life, with no consideration to 
accountability for actions on the 
Day of Judgment. 

This shows clearly how impor- 
tant is the influence of the belief 
in the Day of Judgment on the 
behaviour of men in this life 

QUESTION : 

Is it mentioned in the Holy 
Qur'an that the basic principles of 
Islam are limited to the five ones 
mentioned before ? 

ANSWER : 

| These basic principles in Islamic 
faith are originated in Holy Qur'an 
when it says : 

(The Messenger believes in what 
has been revealed to him from his 
Lord, and so do the believers. They 
all believe in God and His Angels 
and His Books and His Messen- 
gers . . . ) And : 

( And whoever disbelieves 

in God and His Angels and Wis 
Books and His Messengers and the 
Last Day, he indeed strays far away). 

To believe in all this is summed 
up in these words : 
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Is it possible, then, to imagine 
that such a person who writs such 

things is a prophet, or a promised 

messiah, or even an ordinary 
Muslim ? 

QUESTION : 

What is the fifth basic principle 

of Islam ? 

ANSWER : 

The fifth basic principle of 
islam is the belief in the Day of 
Judgment. This Day is the end 
toward which everyone will be 
returned. The Holy Quran says : 

(And that man can have nothing 
but what lie strives for. And that 
his striving will soon be seen. Then 
he will be rewarded for it with the 
tallest reward. And that to you 
Lord is the Goal ). 

The Holy Qur'an states that the 
life of everyone with its reward or 
punishment, abiding in Paradise or 
Hell, depend upon his course of his 
life in this world. 

The Almighty Allah says :

( Then as for him who is inor- 
dinate, and prefers the life of this 
world : Hell is surely the abode. 
And as for him who fears to stand 
before his Lord and restrains himsel 
from low desires : The Paradise is 
surely the abode ). 

Therefore, the belief in the Day 
of Judgment is the most vital force 
that incites man to perfection and 
elevation in this world in order to 
attain the highest grade in the here- 
after. The Qur'an speaks about the 
kinds of enjoyment in Paradise and 
the ways of punishment in Hell in 
our wordly imagination ; because 
this is the only way we could under- 
stand. However, the conditions of 
life in the hereafter should be under- 
stood that thay are different from 
those of this life. We must know 
these important facts about the Day 
of Judgment : 

a) On the Day of Resurrection, 
God will put to extinction this world 
and all creatures therein* 

b) God will revive all people 
again to another life. 

c) All people will be brought 
to account for what they did in 
this life. 

d) The deeds of people,' whether 
good or evil, will be weighed In 
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Second : The teachings of the 
Probhets became by time inco- 
mplete, distorted, and partly changed. 
Those of the Prophet Muhammad 
are completely preserved, clear, and 
unchanged. 

Third : Other messages before 
Islam were conveyed to people 
according to their conditions and 
abilities. It was a divine lawe that 

God revealed His message according 
to the gradation of the evolution of 
humanity. When humanity began to 
reach its perfection, the prophet 
Muhammad was sent with the com- 
blete message. The Islamic law 
abrogated previous divine laws, and 
Muhammad was declared to be the 
last of all prophets. 






QUESTION : ; — ~ 7 

If the Prophet Muhammad is 
the last Prophet, how true is the 
claim that Mirza Ghulam Ahmad 
is a prophet ? 

ANSWER : 

It is historically ar, established 
fact that Qadiani movement was a 
product of English diplomacy which 
was very much disturbed by the 
movement of Islamic strife against 
English colonialism under the lead- 
ership of Imam Ahmad ibn Irfan in 
Indian Peninsula. The English real- 
ized that the Religion is an act- 
ivating force in the lives of the 



Muslims. They tried to find a man 
who sacrifices the religion jto the 
service of English interests. Mirza 
Ghulam Ahmad was their man who 
claimed that he is the promised 
mes s iah. To serve his masters, he 
declared the abolition of the re- 
lisious war against the colonial 
power. He said in one of his 
books : 

"Since my youth, I kept striving 
with my speech and my pen to turn 
the hearts of Muslims toward sin- 
cerity to English government, and to 
abrogate the idea of "Jihad 1 ' or 
religious strife which is adopted by 
ignorant Muslims. He said also : 
'The more my followers increase, 
the more the number of the believers 
in "Jihad" decreases. To believe 
that I am a messiah is in itself 
a denial to Jihad". 

In a message to Engl i eh go- 
vernment, Ghulam Ahmad said : 
"I wrote scores of books in Arabic, 
Persian, and urdu, in which 1 rtc- 
clard that " Jihad " is unlawful 
against the English government 
which was kind to us. It is a duty 
on every Muslim tn obey this jtp- 
vernment sincerely. I had my books 
published on my own expense and 
distributed them in Islamic countries. 

My followers are truly sincere 
toward the English government, and 
1 believe that this government is a 
blessing for this country". 
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( Then, after them, we sent 
Moses with Our Messages to Phar- 
aoh and his chiefs . . . ). 

The message ot the Prophet 
Muhammad ( peace be upon him ) is 
general for all mankind, until the 
Day of Resurrection. 

QUESTION : 

Are the Messengers different in 
their nature form other people ? . 

ANSWER : 

The Holy Qur'an emphasised the 
human nature of the Messengers in 
more than one verse, such as the 
following: f 

( Say ( Muhammad ) : I am 
only a mortal like you, it is reve- 
aled to me that your God is one 
God. . )

( And We sent not before you 
any but men to whom We sent 
revelation... ) 

The only difference betweene the 
Messengers and other people is that 
the first are immune from committ- 
ing sins, and that they were chosen 
by God to convey His messages to 
humankind. This in no way means 
that they were above the human 
nature. The Qur'an addresses the 
Prophet Muhammad by this verse 
in this connection :

In this way, the Holy Qur'an 
gives its decisive position regarding 
those who claim the godhead of 
some messengers, of that they are 
the sons of God, or they are of 
both natures : human and divine* 
Islam is strict in its declaration 
that the only deity is God. The 
Verse says ;

QUESTION : 

What is the difference between tiie 
message of the prophet Muhammad 
and that of other Messengers? 

ANSWER : 

We indicated before, some of 
the charactristics of Muhammad's 
message. However, we give here 
More details in this respect : 

First : The message of the 
prophet Muhammad is general to 
all humankind in all times, while 
the message of other Prophets are 
limited to thieir own peoples. 
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not make any distinction between 
any of them and to Him do we 
submit ). 

Islam, also required to belive 
that Muhammad is the last of all 
prophets, and that his message is 
for all humankind. 

The Qur'an says :

What is the tourth basic prin- 
ciple oi Islamic faith ? 

It is the belief in ail the 
Prophets and Messengers sent by 
God to bringj forth humankind from 
darkness into light. As Islam re- 
quired its followers to believe in 
the Angels, who are the agents of 
God to His Messengers, it is also 
required them to believe in the 
Prophets who are the Messengers of 
God to the mankind. Those who 
believe in one of the Messengers 
should believe in all of them, and 
those who disbelieve in one of them 
are considered disbelieving in all of 
them. God, the Almighty says in 
His Holy Book :
